GOLFS Open Championship is com¬ 
ing back to the Royal St George’s Club 
at Sandwich. 

The announcement, made yesterday at the 
St George’s club itself, is fantastic news for the 
east Kent economy, which is set to benefit to the 
tune of some £20 million. 

The club will host the four-day event in 2011 and 
local businesses can expect a bumper windfall. 

On the last occasion Royal St George’s staged 
the Open, four years ago, 183,000 people flocked 
to Sandwich - an increase of 50 per cent on its 
previous visit in 1993 and 23,000 above the pre¬ 
dicted attendance. 

David Hill, director of championships for the 
Royal and Ancient Golf Club of St Andrews, which 
organises the tournament, said the course was out¬ 
standing. ‘We are delighted that the Open is 
returning to Sandwich,” he said. 

“It is a huge undertaking and the R&A would 
therefore like to thank the club for their co¬ 
operation, which has enabled the championship 
to return to this fine venue.” 

A report commissioned by Dover council into the 
championship’s impact said the 2003 event had 
generated £17.6 million additional spending in east 
Kent and created thousands of temporary jobs. 

Occupancy rates jumped from a July average of 
76 per cent to 94 per cent and more than half the 
area’s hotels were booked out by golf visitors. 

The Open is one of the most high-profile events 
on the sporting calendar. In 2005, television cov¬ 
erage from St Andrews was beamed to 194 coun¬ 
tries. The 2011 event will be the 14th time the 
event has visited St George’s. 

The previous Open in Sandwich saw a huge 
upset when world number 396 Ben Curtis lifted 
the famous claret jug.

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College set for £43m 
move to Westwood

THE relocation of Thanet 
College looks all set to go 
ahead. 

Pending Government approval, the 
Broadstairs-based college will move to 
an out-of-town £43 million campus at 
Millennium Way, Westwood, by 2011. 

The move would see the college built 
near Canterbury Christ Church 
University’s Thanet campus. 

Land to the rear of Tesco Extra on 
the Thanet Reach Business Park has 
been earmarked for the development. 

College principal Sue Buss said: ‘We 
are delighted the council has chosen to 
support the college’s relocation and we 
look forward to working closely with 
them to ensure that all objections from 
and fears of local people are allayed. 

“We will be able to take in 19 per 
cent more learners - that equates to 
260 more young people from Thanet 
being in education, and 140 of those 
are expected to come from a group not 
currently in education.” 

The college, currently situated in a 
converted convalescent home in the 
listed Yarrow building on Ramsgate 
Road, spends thousands of pounds a 
year renting other sites in which to 
teach, as its 11-acre site is too small for 
its needs. 

Mrs Buss said: “It’s a Grade Il-listed 
building with limited flexibility. It has 
out-of-date facilities, is expensive to 


maintain and has limited capacity to 
expand.” 

Plans for the new campus include a 
six-storey main building, hair and 
beauty salons and sports areas includ¬ 
ing an all-weather pitch - a facility 
the college has never before had. 

Director of finance Karen Pilgrim 
said: ‘We’re very pleased to get to this 
stage. This is something we have 
worked towards for a long time. It will 
enable us to use more hi-tech 
equipment and will be a benefit for 
everyone.” 

The move was recommended 
for approval by Thanet District 


Council last week but must now be 
approved by the Government’s Office 
for the South East. 

Mrs Buss spoke for three minutes at 
the council meeting and was keen to 
calm any fears that the new develop¬ 
ment would exacerbate traffic prob¬ 
lems in the area. 

She said: ‘We are aware of issues 
surrounding traffic in the Westwood 
area and we are having ongoing 
discussions with officers from both 
Thanet council and the county council 
- we hope and believe these concerns 
can be met.”

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My mum Diana 
was a genuine 
English icon 

Island boy keeps Dors memory alive 


WITH lounge music a current 
favourite with fans of easy lis¬ 
tening, the reissue of a classic 
1964 album by blonde bomb¬ 
shell Diana Dors is well timed. 

Swingin’ Dors, released this week on 
Sanctuary Records, showcases the 
British songbird who was once hailed as 
this country’s answer to Marilyn Monroe. 

And her son, Jason Dors Lake - who 
lives in Broadstairs - has taken the 
opportunity to pay tribute to the “English 
icon”, bom Diana Mary Fluck, who died 
of cancer in 1984. 

The tragedy was followed just five 
months later when Jason’s father, Alan 
Lake, committed suicide. 

The double family disaster sparked a 
wave of excess and partying from Jason. 

But now settled in Thanet with girl¬ 
friend Marcella Trowell, Diana’s son said 
how pleased he was that his mother’s 
music was in the spotlight again.

“Lounge music’s big at the moment, so 
it’ll be nice for people to hear these tunes 
again,” he said. 

“I do feel slightly responsible for keep¬ 
ing her memory alive. 

“My mum needs to be remembered 
because there are pictures of Marilyn 
Monroe and Elvis all over the place, but 
she was a tme English icon. 

‘We’re becoming ever more culturally 
Americanised and it’s worth holding on 
to the stars we do have.” 

After Diana’s marriage to Alan Lake - 
her third husband - Jason was born 
while the family were living in Sunning- 
dale, Berkshire. 

The mansion was famous for its parties 
amid black marble and fake leopard 
fur decor. 

“I just assumed it was normal to wake 
up in the morning and find Dad and 


Oliver Reed in the front room still up 
from the night before,” said Jason. 

“Richard Harris was round quite a lot 
too and I remember Keith Moon as well. 

“He had this coat that was full of pock¬ 
ets on the inside. 

“I was fascinated by it and started 
pulling out all these different things - 
packets of this, bags of that and was quick¬ 
ly told ‘No, no Jason - put that away.” 

But Jason remembers Diana as a very 
good mother. 

He said: “She was very caring. 

“She always picked me up from school 
and was never late. She was just like any 
other mother really - except people 
asked her for autographs.” 

Jason said the famiiys two tragedies 
came at an impressionable time of his 
life. 

He said: “I was only just starting to 
realise that growing up like that wasn’t 
normal. But they died just as I was about 
to ask loads of questions.”

THE father of a Pfizer employee 
who ended his own life has paid 
an emotional tribute to his son at 
an inquest. 

Paul Court told the coroner’s 
court in Broadstairs on Tuesday 
last week how his son Daniel 
Court had come back to live with 
him and his wife on the day before 
his death. 

Depression had led Daniel to 
take an overdose of pills, includ¬ 
ing mood-stabiliser Lithium and 
insomnia drug Zopiclone, a few 
days earlier. 

Appointment 

Mr Court had not wanted his 
son to leave for an appointment 
with therapists at his workplace 
on the morning of March 22, but 
Daniel had insisted on attending. 

Daniel, of Briary Close, Mar¬ 
gate, drove into a tree at the junc¬ 
tion of Cottington Road and 
Ebbsfleet Lane in Cliffs End that 
morning. 

It was a route that he had often 
used to travel to work each day. 

In statements read out by assis¬ 
tant deputy coroner James Dillon, 
witnesses told how they arrived

on the scene shortly after the 
crash but were unable to revive 
the 33-year-old as he sat motion¬ 
less in the driver’s seat. 

Daniel’s father-in-law, Arthur 
Fitt, father of Mr Court’s widow 
Amanda Court, also paid tribute 
to the deceased. 

He said: “Daniel was a good son- 
in-law and I don’t believe he 
would have intentionally caused 
the grief this appears to have 
done.” 

In conclusion, Mr Dillon, who 
said there was no evidence that 
Daniel had tried to avoid the tree 
or that he had tried to brake, said: 
“Faced with the evidence, it’s clear 
Daniel was in a disturbed state of 
mind. 

He added: “I’m persuaded more 
to the view he took his own life. 
That is what the evidence points 
me to. 

“I pay my condolences to all of 
you on your loss.” 

Mr Dillon recorded a verdict of 
suicide.

A FOUR-YEAR survey of the country¬ 
side will mean better access for walkers 
wanting to enjoy the footpaths and views 
of the county. The study - the first of its 
kind in the UK - was carried out by Kent 
County Council.

4,200 miles of public right of way. 

The public will soon be able to see the 
results on KCC’s Explore Kent website. 

A team of surveyors used hand-held 
GPS technology to collect the data which 
identified the exact locations and posi¬ 
tion of all footpaths as well as details 
such as stiles and gates. 

KCC’s Keith Ferrin said: ‘We are the 
first county in England to conduct such 
an extensive survey and it is an amazing 
achievement. The information we have 
gathered is an extremely valuable asset 
which will help us manage the county’s 
rights of way.”

DREAMLAND amusement park is up for sale...

Dave Collard, of the Save Dreamland 
Campaign, certainly has more than most to say 
on the subject - as you might expect.

Grange is a 
grand hit for 
Pugin buffs 


IT’S costing them close to £1,000 
for a three-night visit, but tourists 
and architecture buffs are queu¬ 
ing up to stay at The Grange. 

Despite the undeniably steep prices, book¬ 
ings to stay at what is probably Ramsgate’s 
most revered building are flooding in to The 
Landmark Trust, which owns the building. 

The trust completed a restoration project 
last year, providing a perhaps unexpected 
boon to Ramsgate’s tourist industry. 

The Grange is currently booked solid until 
Easter next year and has been inundated 
with guests since they started to arrive in 
July 2006. 

Anglo-French architect Augustus Charles 
Pugin was the man behind The Grange. He 
built the house as a family home during 
1843-44, and fans of his work have been 
among those to visit the house keen to take 
in its style, layout and design. 

The Landmark Trust’s Emma Hillier said: 
“It has been almost completely booked up 
since opening. It’s so popular that it’s full 
until next Easter next year. 

“The easy access to London, its history and 
the fact that Augustus Pugin built and lived 
in the house make it unique and highly

desirable to stay in.” Her colleague 
Katherine Oakes added: (t We always thought 
it would be popular, given its association 
with such an historical figure and its loca¬ 
tion, but it has exceeded expectations. 

“It’s currently one of our most popular 
places to stay and it will be interesting to see 
what happens after the building has been 
open for a while. 

“The feedback has been excellent. A couple 
of comments from the visitors’ logbook read 
‘Difficult to describe adequately - a privilege 
to be here and soak up the atmosphere’.” 

Prices for a midweek stay in the Gothic 
house start at £482 for four nights, and pun¬ 
ters need to stump up £954 for a weekend, 
but the demand to stay within its Pugin- 
designed walls is huge. 

The Grange overlooks the Goodwin Sands, 
although it is the “pioneering design” of the 
building that is reckoned to be the real lure. 

The Landmark Trust acquired The Grange 
in 1996, with work to renovate the property 
starting in 2004.

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Huge glasshouse scheme 
will deliver range of veg 


A GIANT complex of glasshouses is to be built 
near Birchington at a cost of some £80 million. 

It is estimated that the fruit and vegetable¬ 
growing plant, entitled Thanet Earth, will 
create some 550 jobs. 

The project will take up 91 hectares of 
agricultural land between Birchington and 
St Nicholas-at-Wade. Seven glasshouses will 
be built to grow tomatoes, peppers and 
cucumbers, which will be packed on site. 

Paddock Wood-based Fresca Group is 
behind the massive development; it says the 
latest techniques will ensure the project is as 
environmentally friendly as possible. 

Each glasshouse will cover an area the size 
of 10 football pitches and a gas-powered 
generator will provide enough electricity to 
power the plant, with excess being sold to the 
national grid. 

“We are calling it Thanet Earth because 
that emphasises the environmental angle,” 
said Fresca spokesman Judy Whittaker. 

“The plan is to start working on the land in 
October and then next March the glass¬ 
houses will go up.” 


MP heads bid to make 
island a greener place 

STEVE LADYMAN, South Thanet MP, is 
heading a campaign to help his community 
be more environmentally friendly. 

The MP is joining local Labour party mem¬ 
bers in delivering surveys to each house in 
the area asking people how they feel about 
green issues and asking them for feedback on 
how they can make efforts to be more 
environmentally friendly. 

Dr Ladyman said: “The South Thanet 
Labour party is determined to show leader¬ 
ship on green issues and do our bit to make 
the area greener.”

\ Whereabouts in Thanet do you spend most of your time? 


A At our offices in Ramsgate where my 
company is based, and up at the football 
club in Prices Avenue. 


| What originally brought you to the area? 


A My parents moved to Garlinge in 1960 
from south-east London when my father 
set up in business. 

A What do you like about Thanet? 


Growing up in Thanet was good because 
of Dreamland being in full swing - and of 
course the beaches in the summer holidays. I 
particularly remember how busy the whole 
area was with holidaymakers. Everybody 
seemed to be enjoying themselves. As an 
adult I think that the road network has 
improved to an extent that it is now within 
easy reach of London and yet is a short drive 
to the country. 

A Are there any aspects of Thanet that you dislike? 


I certainly think that a great deal of peo¬ 
ple can be very negative about the area. 


Having worked all around the country, I 
believe most people don’t realise how lucky 
they are to be here. I also dislike the drink 
and drugs culture that seems to be growing, 
but I guess that is a problem you will find in 
most places these days. 


Q In what ways do you think the football club of which you 
are chairman benefits the area? 

A Ramsgate Football Club has been in exis¬ 
tence for more than 100 years and this, I 
believe, is the most successful sustained 
period it has ever had. We have youth teams 
and ladies’ teams and have become a real 
community club, with hundreds of young¬ 
sters all learning to improve their skills and 
football in general. I think that we play a 
massive role in the area and are helping put 
it on the map. 

Q How do you rate Ramsgate's chances in the Ryman 
Premier this season? 

A Well, we’ve had a fairytale start, but 
there are a lot bigger teams in our 
league, so it’s always going to be hard. 
However, this year I feel we have the best 
squad we have ever had, and maybe, if the 
team keep playing the way they are, we may 
have a chance. We have a game against 
Hendon this week - if we win that, then we 
could go top of the league, although it’s very 
early in the season yet. 


| What do you like to do in your spare time? 


A Most of my spare time is taken up with 
organising and running the football club 
as well, of course, as watching the games we 
are involved in. I also breed cagebirds, a 
hobby I inherited from my father, and I have 
one of the top strains in the country. Over the 
years I have won a number of major awards 
at national shows when showing my birds, so 
I’m proud of that. We have never been big on 
holidays, but my wife and I have recently 
bought a place in France and try to get a few 
weekend breaks there when we can. 


| Give me your views on the future of the area 


A I think more should be done to tackle 
unemployment in the area as I see too 
many kids hanging around wasting their 
lives. I know it’s something that’s easy to say, 
but I’m afraid I don’t have a quick solution. 


Q What changes would you like to see happen in Thanet 
over the next few years? 

A I think we need to be careful that the 
high street shops don’t die off with the 
big stores moving into the area, but in the 
main I think it’s not a bad place to be, really.

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Fury over ex-star's new blow 


MP JULIAN BRAZIER 
says he is “horrified” 
after Home Office chiefs 
rejected former Kent 
cricket star Hartley 
Alleyne’s latest bid to 
remain in the country. 

Despite living in the UK for 
almost 30 years, the ex-West 
Indies player saw his second 
attempt for a permit rejected. 

It means Mr Alleyne, who 
works as a teacher at St Ed¬ 
mund’s School in Canterbury 
and has three children, could be 
deported within 28 days. 

Now the Conservative politi¬ 
cian has called on immigration 
minister Liam Byrne to person¬ 
ally intervene and overrule the 
latest decision.

He has called for an urgent 
meeting with the minister and 
penned a strongly-worded letter 
outlining his dismay. 

Barbados-born Mr Alleyne, 50, 
was originally told he could be 
slung out of the country in May 
because he did not hold the rele¬ 
vant qualifications. 

He has subsequently achieved 
the NVQ requested - but still 
faces deportation. 

In his letter to Mr Byrne, Mr 
Brazier said: “Following our 
exchange on the residential sta¬ 
tus of Hartley Alleyne I was hor¬ 
rified to hear that he has been 
turned down for a work permit, 
despite having achieved the 
NVQ which was mooted. 

“He has been in this country 


for 29 years, with a few gaps, and 
has children who are British 
citizens here.” 

The Home Office’s decision is 
based on rules that state a work 
permit will only be granted if an 
employer can demonstrate the 
post requires a NVQ Level 3, 
HND or degree qualification. 

Despite the fact that Mr 
Alleyne gained an NVQ qualifi¬ 
cation over the summer, it 
remains the case that his job at 
St Edmund’s School does not 
require this level of training. 

Mr Alleyne has not been allowed 
to work at St Edmund’s since his 
first application was turned down 
in April, but the school has contin¬ 
ued to let him stay. But now it is 
no longer allowed to employ him, 
he will have to move out of his 
home and could be deported any 
time from October.

NORMAL LIFE: Virus almost killed little Amber 


Pacemaker that let Amber live 


TODDLER Amber Howe is set to live a normal 
life just three months after a heart blockage 
almost killed her. 

The two-year-old became the second youngest 
person in the UK ever fitted with a pacemaker 
after she stopped breathing while she slept. 

Within hours she was undergoing surgery 
at a top London hospital where surgeons 
inserted the electronic device to control her 
heartbeat. 

And this week doctors have told her mum Ali 
that the operation was a total success and little 
Amber will be able to live a normal life. 

“It was the worst night of my life and we are 


all so relieved Amber has pulled through,” said 
Ali, who lives in Sittingbourne. 

Doctors say Amber had a heart blockage as a 
result of a simple but potentially deadly virus. 
Like thousands of children, she was off her food 
and a little tired, but her mum thought it was 
just a normal childhood illness. 

But the Myocaditis virus inflames the heart 
wall, causing chest pain and an abnormal 
heartbeat. 

In severe cases, like Amber’s, it weakens the 
heart’s pump action and starves the body of 
oxygen-rich blood, leading to a stroke or heart 
attack.

IF Thanet is ‘up and coming’, as we 
keep being told, then why do so 
many people want to leave? 

Perhaps they do not want to leave. Perhaps 
it is just me. It seems half the properties in 
some streets display FOR SALE signs - I 
always wonder why all the locals are fleeing. 

This paranoia - that all the neighbours 
know something I don’t - has been partic¬ 
ularly strong since I moved from Margate to 
the West Cliff of Ramsgate. 

Margate is up and coming - perhaps I just 
moved out just at the wrong time. Even worse, 
no sooner had we unloaded the lorry than 
every other house in London Road, Ramsgate, 
was FOR SALE. 

I conclude the impact of the estate agent plac¬ 
ard is to make people panic. Thankfully, peace 
has finally descended on the neighbourhood. 
Most of the boards say SOLD. What a relief, 
some people really do want to live around here. 

Those who are genuinely seeking to buy a 
property look in the local newspaper, search 
the internet and take a walk down ‘estate 


agent lane’. Am I alone in thinking FOR SALE 
placards are unnecessary? Estate agents are 
competing with each other to display the great¬ 
est number of boards. If they all agreed to 
abandon this annoying advertising, what would 
happen? 

I can only imagine a positive impact: environ¬ 
mental; advertising costs; reduced gossip about 
the asking price of our neighbours’ houses; 
improvement in the street landscape; and, 
finally, I may feel a little less stressed. 

Some of my anxiety was misplaced. Not all 
the boards out there are advertising estate 
agents, for not all the homes are for sale. 

These houses are being lovingly maintained 
by their owners - just the sort of neighbours 
we want. They are so proud or their new 
soffit and fascia that they have put up boards 
in the front garden to tell all passers-by about 
it. It really makes you want to look up and 
admire their eaves. 

I am quite proud of my bathroom, but as 
our garden is such a mess I cannot display 
a tribute to our indoor achievement. New 
driveway is next, honest. 


Being me, I cannot help wondering if I am 
the only person who realises these placards are 
illegal. According to The Town and Country 
Planning (Control of Advertisements) Regu¬ 
lations 1992, if you want to display an advert 
on your property, it must be inside and at least 
one metre from the front door or windows. 

Outside, you can display a national flag and 
the regulations are specific about the flagpole. 
You can also advertise a forthcoming election. 

Estate agents do have special permission 
to advertise - only one board per property 
which must be removed within 14 days of the 
completion of the sale or letting. 

That is interesting. Tenants do not have to live 
under the constant banner of the agent who 
arranged the tenancy - and why should they? 

Tradesmen or companies working at a 
property can put up a temporary board which 
they must remove when they leave. 

Many readers may suspect I do not have 
enough to do if I worry about such trivia - but 
I think the banners outside so many properties 
are a blot on the landscape of our beautiful isle 
and an eyesore which clutters our streets.

The principal of 
Ramsgate's Marlowe 
Academy reveals 
how a revolutionary 
approach is changing 
life for pupils - and 
indeed for Thanet 


Tell us about what you do here in Thanet 

I'm principal of the Marlowe Academy in Stirling Way, 
Ramsgate, the school that replaced the Ramsgate School 
in September, 2005. As principal I have worked with 
Roger De Haan and other trustees in shaping the vision 
for the new school and for implementing the changes we 
have introduced as part of our very different way of 
working. Our student day runs from 8.30am through to 
5pm. All students have a daily study session and so do 
not normally go home with homework. Our lessons are 
two hours long with a break in the middle. Revolutionary 
stuff, but it's working. Results are up, numbers are up in 
year seven and the sixth form, and we have a reputation 
for innovation and community involvement. 

How do you think Thanet benefits from 
having the Marlowe Academy in the area? 

Thanet benefits hugely from having Kent's first acade¬ 
my. Most people will realise the stigma of the 
Ramsgate School is now well gone. Our students are 
motivated, working hard, and our first six youngsters 
go off to university this autumn. Ofsted commented on 
the guality of teaching and learning as being good. But 
there is a lot more to it than just our success as a 
school. We are expected to develop new ways of work¬ 
ing that other schools can develop to suit their own 
context. One or two local schools have already begun 
to teach beyond 4pm. Aspects of our uniform are 
being copied. There is also a growing emphasis upon 
being an 'extended school' in the new building plans 
being worked up for other Thanet secondary schools. 
We also play a role in supporting Kent and Thanet 
councils in helping to regenerate the area. Our athlet¬ 
ics track will be open for community use.

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Lee's having 

the last laugh 

Ricky Gervais is a huge fan, but his mum prefers 
Tom O'Connor - so just how funny is Stewart Lee? 


ANYONE who has ever 
enjoyed cutting-edge comedy 
will be familiar with Stewart 
Lee’s work, even if they don’t 
recognise his face. 

His many writing credits include 
Radio 4’s On The Hour, which later 
became the groundbreaking TV 
series The Day Today and launched 
the careers of, among others, 
Steve Coogan. 

He acted as script editor for Harry 
Hill’s first television programme, 
wrote episodes for A1 Murray the Pub 
Landlord and this year co-scripted 
a critically acclaimed play with 
Johnny Vegas. 

With a new stand-up tour called 
41st Best Stand-Up Ever! - a 
homage to his ranking in a Channel 
4 poll - audiences might be expecting 
a mediocre talent. 

One of the poster quotes describes 
him as “the worst stand-up I have 
ever seen”, but industry guru Ricky 
Gervais claims Lee is “the funniest, 
most cliche-free comedian on the 
circuit”. 

The unusual choice of tour name 
has proved a useful theme for the 
show, as Lee discusses our roles in 
life and how we are viewed by our 
families. 

“My mother thinks I’m wasting my 
life in comedy,” he revealed. “Her 
favourite comedian is Tom O’Connor 
and she keeps telling me one of his

‘proper’ jokes about a sardine. I got 
half an hour’s worth of material out 
of that joke.” 

In the mid-90s, Lee and comedy 
partner Richard Herring enjoyed a 
spell as student heroes with BBC2 
series Fist of Fun and This Morning 
With Richard Not Judy. Now 39, Lee 
is slightly bemused by the apparent 
nostalgia for their surreal old shows. 

“When we started out as a double 
act, the viewing figures weren’t great 
and nobody came to our live shows,” 
he said. “So it was strange to realise 
that people viewed us in that fond 
way. Now people who liked us back 
then bring their kids to my show. But 
the growth of the internet means 
people are discovering them again 
and talking about new comedies.” 

Lee’s first brush with major 
mainstream success was to become 
one of the most painful episodes in 
his career, when he was asked to 
direct and contribute to the hugely 
controversial stage show Jerry 
Springer: The Opera in 2001. 

When it ran at London’s National 
Theatre for four months in 2003, Lee 
described that period as “the 
highlight of my life”. 

But after a four-year run in 


theatres and a good deal of critical 
acclaim, the opera attracted the 
attention of Christian Right groups 
and the British National Party. The 
massive protests and media debate 
that followed effectively derailed the 
production, leaving Lee disillusioned 
with mainstream theatre. 

Also a novelist and a rock music 
critic for the Sunday Times, Lee is 
dedicated to providing alternative 
entertainment and escaping “the 
squares”. If anything good came out 
of his Jerry Springer experience, he 
claimed, it was the chance to kill off 
the show while it was still worth 
watching. 

He said: “Most things do become 
worse with popularity. When I was a 
kid, indie music and alternative 
comedy was just for the weirdos, but 
now you get football fans going to 
comedy gigs and listening to Oasis. 

“Now I think what’s left for all the 
misfits? I left my last management 
company because they were trying to 
get me a late-night ITV slot, as if that 
was the logical end point for my 
career. But I didn’t want that. 

“I would like more money, though, 
so that’s why I’m writing the next 
series of My Family. That’s a joke, by 
the way.”

Journey into 

the unknown

KURT RUSSELL has been work¬ 
ing as an actor in Hollywood since 
he was a child in the 60s, but he’s 
about as different as can be from 
the typical Tinseltown thespian. 

For one, he is a card-carrying member of the 
National Rifle Association and an admitted 
Republican, something a lot of similar-minded 
stars have chosen to keep under wraps in the 
liberal world of showbiz. 

“There were instances where people would 
call me up and say ‘This director was afraid of 
working with you because of your politics’,” said 
the 56-year-old, who dubs himself a libertarian. 

“That started to change about 10 years ago,” 
he continued. “Writers stopped trying to turn 
me into a wooden Republican along the lines 
they were doing to Charlton Heston. Now I 
can go to a party and not feel so outcast.” 

He is also unafraid to admit that acting is 
one of the easier professions and something 
that has got him into trouble with those who 
prefer to play the ‘artiste’. 

“To go on about acting as art is ridiculous,” he 
said. “You don’t have to be gifted just to hit a 
mark and say a line. As far as I’m concerned, 
that’s 90 per cent of the job. Anyone who finds 
acting difficult just shouldn’t be doing it.” 

Indeed, the reluctant professional does make 
his latest role look easy, playing a psychotic 
driver called Stuntman Mike in Quentin 
Tarantino’s new film, Death Proof. 

A heartless but charismatic villain, Mike 
cajoles young women into his specially adapted 
car for a journey that normally ends in tragedy. 

“I just took one word and ran with it - 
coward,” said Russell of his approach to the 
character. “This is a guy who kills women. I

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think it’s the core of all these psycho-killer 
characters, especially this one.” 

The film, a blend of slasher flick and car 
chase action, sees Mike getting more and more 
deranged. 

“He’s not one character all the way through. 
He’s got issues with pain,” said Russell. 

“I said to Quentin Why don’t we do some¬ 
thing different here at the end? Why don’t we 
really go with this word ‘coward’? So we went 
all the way down that road,” he said. 

It’s certainly a return to the scarier side of 
Russell’s portfolio, the veteran screen star 
having cornered the market in horror as a 
younger man in films including The Thing and 
Escape From New York. 

And in a way, Death Proof is a homage to the 
films of Russell’s past. It was originally con¬ 
ceived as a double feature from Tarantino and 
director Robert Rodriguez, called Grindhouse, 
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KILLING TIME: Kurt Russell plays Stuntman Mike, a 
psychotic driver in Tarantino's new film Death Proof 

and both are apparently fans. “To be part of, in 
a weird way, the process of their love affair 
with movies was a special feeling,” said 
Russell. 

Most important to the actor was creating a 
really memorable screen baddie. “I’ve never 
actually seen one of these characters at the end 
of a movie completely fall apart. It’s like when 
you hammer your finger - you have an idea 
what it will feel like, but when you actually do 
it it’s way worse than you thought!” he said. 

Renowned for his on-screen stunts, Russell 
shows no signs of wanting to scale down the 
action, and does a lot of the incredible driving 
in the movie himself. 

“The problem is you’re in the wrong lane 
doing lOOmph,” said Russell. 

“You have to trust that a coyote won’t run 
into the road or another car slip by one of the 
roads they’ve told you are shut off. To put that 
out of your head and play the character while 
you’re doing it, that’s what you get paid to do.” 
• Death Proof, directed by Quentin Tarantino, 
was released last Friday.

When this Belle rings 
Billie comes a calling

WHEN the name Billie Piper 
comes up in conversation, one of 
two images tend to spring to mind 
for most people. 

Either as a teen popstar or as Rose Tyler in 
the resurrected and hugely successful 
Doctor Who. 

From this week she will add a third public 
face, and this one is very grown up. 

She appears in Secret Diary Of A Call-Girl, 
in which she plays prostitute Belle de Jour - a 
true story adapted for the new ITV2 series. 

‘Belle’ - her real identity has never been 
revealed - worked as a high-class escort in 
London for years, before detailing her exploits 
in a famous online blog and later in two 
books, The Intimate Adventures Of A London 
Call-Girl and The Further Adventures Of A 
London Call-Girl. 

“It’s intimate,” said Billie of the eight-part 
series. “Really intimate. I’m really scared, if 
I’m honest. Well, just... I’m quite nervous, you 
know, because of the nature of the show. 

“I hope people think it’s been handled well 
and that at times it makes people laugh and 
that people can get over the initial shock factor 
of the piece.” 

It may indeed come as a shock to some 
viewers to see Billie - who celebrated her 25th 
birthday this month - writhing around in her 
underwear, and of course, in some scenes, 
doing what prostitutes do - having sex. But 
the young actress is more than aware of what 
she’s letting herself in for. 

Billie said: “I considered this job more than I 
considered anything before. It’s such a 
different world to what I know. Obviously it’s 
quite full on and it’s relentless. It’s not just one

sex scene here and there, it’s... endless!” 

Many people would happily admit that 
acting out such scenes in front of a room full of 
camera crew would make us blush, but Billie 
maintains she didn’t get embarrassed. 

“You talk endlessly about it and you 
choreograph it like a contemporary dance,” 
she said. 

As viewers will soon find out, Billie spends a 
lot of time in her skimpies, but she looks good, 
make no mistake. So is her super-toned body 
the result of hours and hours in the gym? 

“No, not the gym. I don’t like the gym at all, 
makes me want to kill myself. But I have been 
running outside quite a bit, and I’d just 
finished a play,” she said. 

Despite winning a Guardian newspaper 
award for Blog of the Year and publishing two 
books, there is still some doubt by sceptics as 
to whether Belle was a real person. 

Billie, however, insists that she met the real 
Belle, who helped her to prepare for the role. 

“She’s sweet and she’s interesting. She’s very 
clever as well,” Billie says. 

As well as being impressed by the former 
call-girl - who has apparently now retired - 
Billie had a few questions of her own for Belle. 

“I wanted to know when she was with a 
bloke, what their faces were like,” she says. 

Pardon? 

“I wanted to know if they were bolshy and 
turned into egomaniacs or power-freaks,” she 
added. 

“Belle told me that it was quite the opposite. 
Men get really scared and vulnerable and 
nervous, worrying about if they are going to be 
exposed to the point where they can’t perform. 
I didn’t think it would be like that, so it was 
quite fascinating really.”

Let the Oriana take the strain

WHEN Atlantic breezes nudged 
up to Force Seven, and Oriana’s 
captain gently applied his acceler¬ 
ator, the P&O cruise ship devised 
such a beguiling roll that the 
chairs in the library lounge became 
positively hypnotic. 

Perhaps Nelson’s men felt the same in their 
hammocks. Ongoing research among my fellow 
passengers found hardly any of us could hold a 
book or magazine for more than 10 minutes 
before zizzing gently off to the Land of Nod. 

The 70,000-tonne Oriana took over from 
Canberra as the new mainstay of P&O’s fleet 
back in 1995, when few realised a new boom in 
cruising lay just around the corner. 

Since then the new generation of superliners 
has taken over, some twice Oriana’s size and 
even bigger. Plenty have become giant floating 
hotels or shopping malls. 

After a major upgrade last autumn, Oriana, 
to her great credit, continues to set her own 
style: she’s Middle England at sea, when so 
many other ships adopt the brasher approach 
of the US/Caribbean cruise market. 

Although Oriana carried a full complement 
of 1,800 passengers on our trip, we ordered 
breakfast in our room - at no extra charge - to 
watch the sun coming up over the Atlantic 
breakers entirely alone. 

There are still only a handful of shops on

board, the cricket bats signed by Don 
Bradman and Colin Cowdrey are still proudly 
on show in the Lord’s Tavern bar, and a pre¬ 
breakfast stroll on the promenade deck brings 
cheerful smiles of greeting from early retireds 
sporting the latest leisure gear. 

In line with the latest fashion, of course, 
Oriana will serve up meals around the clock in 


various bars on the lido deck. But why forgo the 
pleasant evening ritual of dressing to a 
modestly respectable level for either first or 
second sitting of dinner in the formal 
restaurants? 

We thought the quality of the food this time 
was even better than on our first visit. 

Before each stop, there’s a duty-free sale of 
‘take ashore’ items - from spirits to cigarettes 
- to boost takings. 

With so many things to do on board, ports of 
call passed in something of a blur - and few 
passengers seemed bothered about where they 
went anyway. 

The city of Corunna is a nicer comer of 
northern Spain than it looks at first sight. 
Santa Cmz, on the northern shore of Tenerife, 
is being impressively revamped to give this 
beleagured island a new, upmarket, image. 

Lanzarote I can’t recall with pleasure, 
because I ended up amid the boozy bars of 
Puerto del Carmen, but Madeira is the perfect 
pitstop on any voyage. That first glimpse of 
Funchal climbing endlessly up a steep hillside 
as you pull back the curtains can’t fail to take 
the breath away. 

When we climbed the elegant flower gardens 
of Funchal to look down on the Oriana, in 
harbour, bedecked in flags from stem to stem, 
I realised how misguided is the ‘expert’ who 
wrote that the QE2 is the last ship to actually 
look like a cmise ship. 

Oriana is a stunner, too. If you can get on 
board for £100 per person per day, with 
all meals and entertainment provided and 
occasional ice creams thrown in for free, the 
opportunity should not be missed.

PROPERTY investors looking to the 
overseas market could stand to lose 
more than £3,500, according to experts 
at the Property Investor Show. 

At a time when the pound is strong 
against some of the world’s leading 
currencies, second homebuyers and 
property investors should be looking 
to cash in on exchange rates when 
transferring money for the property 
purchase. 

Instead, the investor’s group claims 
that many are losing money on this 
important transaction simply by using a 
high street bank rather than a foreign 
exchange specialist which offers a more 
competitive rate. 

Mark O’Sullivan, head of trading at 
Currencies Direct, said: “Aside from a 
UK home, buying a property abroad is 
likely to be the most expensive purchase 
you will make and it is crucial to get the 
best deal on the exchange rate to ensure 
you don’t lose out when transferring 
money overseas. 

“Using a specialist rather than a bank 
could save thousands of pounds which 
can be spent on other initial costs. This 
figure doesn’t even take into account the 
transfer fees that many banks charge, 
which would inflate the amount further.” 


AFTER a slowdown in July, the 
house market is once again picking 
up pace as estate agents report a 
rise in sales and more buyers 
looking to snap up a property. 

The latest information from the National 
Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) revealed 
the upturn, with the number of registered 
buyers, properties on estate agents’ books and 
sales per agent all rising during August. 

However, with uncertainty clouding the 
economic climate, the majority of these figures 
were still down on the same time last year. 

According to the NAEA, the number of 
people looking to purchase a home increased 
slightly in August, with agents reporting a 
rise of 3.8 per cent courtesy of an average of 
326 buyers registered on their books in

comparison with the 314 recorded in July. 

While an increase in house-hunters is 
typical for the time of year, this is the lowest 
reported August rise since 2003, as increasing 
interest rates and reduced house price 
inflation cause caution among consumers. 

The number of houses for sale increased in 
August as NAEA members reported an 
average of 81 properties for sale during the 
month compared with the 45 properties 
reported the previous month. The number of 
sales reported increased in August, with an 
average of 12 houses sold per agent compared 
with the 10 properties sold per agent in July. 

The number this time last year was 15. 

The NAEA blames recent economic 
movements and introduction of the still 


contentious HIPs legislation for the decrease. 

Meanwhile, first-time buyers took a smaller 
share of the market this summer as their 
percentage share was reported at 9.7 per cent, 
compared with 13.4 per cent in August 2006. 

This continuing waning in the market can 
be attributed partly to the turbulent interest 
rate rises that have led to the current 
insecurity for this sector. 

What’s more, it is taking longer to complete 
house moves - rising from 17 weeks in 2006 to 
18.2 in 2007. 

NAEA president Stewart Lilly said: “The 
latest figures indicate that a period of low 
house price inflation may well be on its way. 

“However, the recent introduction of the 
second phase of HIPs is likely to cause more 
disruption and in particular prompt a wait- 
and-see strategy from individuals who are 
unsure about the full impact of the legislation.”

This petrol-electric hybrid asks oil addicts to 
make few sacrifices for rehab; there are no 
muesli-pattern seats or recycled rubber fix¬ 
tures and fittings. 

It even has air-con and a fairly racy shape - 
a sharp contrast with the original car’s design¬ 
er wheelie bin looks. 

The styling may be irrelevant to Prius fans 
though, because it is the 1.5-litre petrol engine 
and 1.2-litre electric low emission and con¬ 
sumption power partnership that they like. 

Together, they push out 143bhp - enough for 
a reasonable 0-62mph of around 11 seconds. 

Not that anyone puts that to the test, because 
you soon find yourself playing a game with the 
throttle and the ‘powertrain’ graphics on the 
dashboard, so the electric motor whirrs happily

without waking the nasty, dirty petrol engine. 

So, within an hour you have been through rehab 
and instead of risking road rage you are wafting 
around like a highway hippie delivering the milk. 

The brakes are clever too, because they 
recover what would be lost energy on a normal 
car and channel it back into the car’s battery - 
good for stop-start town traffic. 

But all this technology costs. The cheapest 
Prius is nearly £18,000 - Toyota’s equivalent 
conventional family hatchback, the Auris, 
starts at around £12,000 - and Toyota is 
rumoured to be subsidising every Prius sold. 

Greens and gadget fans apart, buyers may 
also be put off by the relatively untried technol¬ 
ogy - despite an impressive eight-year/100,000- 
mile warranty on the hybrid system itself. 

The car is also ‘extremely automatic - you 
simply select forward or reverse and go from 
A to B - which makes it a bit dull to drive even 
though the car handles and rides well. 

On the other hand, it is a practical car to live 
with; the hybrid powertrain and batteries do 
not impinge on the car’s ability to function as 
a roomy family hatchback.

'Outdated family doc' a 
hazard to firms' health 

EMPLOYEES and businesses are being 
unnecessarily burdened by the ‘outdated 
family doctor service’, the CBI claims. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South East region¬ 
al director, said: “Official figures show 10 
million adults in England alone cannot 
book an appointment with a GP more 
than 48 hours in advance. It’s time there 
was real and fundamental reform, with 
the needs of the patient coming first. 

“A healthy workforce is as important to 
employers as a workforce with the skills 
needed to compete. An employee who 
isn’t there because they have to wait 
around in a GP’s surgery is a lost order 
or an unanswered phone call.” 

Government must fight 
EU's agency directive 

FLEXIBLE working for thousands of 
people across the county could be in 
jeopardy, despite it being increasingly 
offered by businesses - according to the 
latest research from the Confederation 
of British Industry. 

The CBI has warned the Government 
it must stand firm against renewed EU 
and union pressure to resurrect the draft 
Agency Workers Directive, which puts 
agency workers on an equal footing with 
permanent staff after just six weeks. 

The survey, by the CBI, the UK’s 
biggest employers’ organisation and the 
recruitment specialist Pertemps, sug¬ 
gests up to 250,000 placements across 
the country would be jeopardised if the 
directive were to be adopted.

New rules will affect 
every business leader 


EMPLOYERS need to get to grips 
now with upcoming changes to 
employment regulations, a busi¬ 
ness support agency has warned. 

As of October 1, there will be an increase in 
the statutory holiday entitlement to 4.8 weeks 
(24 days if you work a five-day week) and a 
rise in the minimum wage. 

The adult rate for workers aged 22 and over 
will increase to £5.52 an hour. 

And Business Link says local firms should 
be sure to have the right processes in place to 
minimise disruption to their operations. 

The quarterly South East Business Monitor 
- a quarterly survey of 1,800 of the region’s 
small-and medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) - 
found recent changes to regulations such as

the smoking ban, paternity and maternity 
rights and age discrimination are perceived by 
business owners to have had little impact on 
their companies. 

Although almost one third (32 per cent) of 
Kent companies identify red tape as a con¬ 
straint on their business, the majority have a 
good understanding of the latest regulations. 

Of the SMEs involved in the survey, introduc¬ 
ing a smoke-free workplace (84 per cent), age 
discrimination (82 per cent) and maternity and 
paternity rights (72 per cent) legislation said 
there was no impact on their business. 

Business Link’s Linda Bennett said: “It 
seems that people running businesses have a 
‘can do attitude’ and simply get on with the 


day-to-day running of their companies. 
Businesses are generally more affected by the 
fear of red tape than the actual implications of 
new regulations. 

“Understanding new legislation is a vital 
part of coping with the changes that you may 
need to make to your business. Getting to 
grips with regulations can seem daunting at 
first, but we are able to advise on how to stay 
within the law. Taking early action can mean 
there is very little impact on your business. 

“It can be difficult to find the time, particu¬ 
larly for small businesses, to keep up with 
changing legislation and take the necessary 
action.”
